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returning, oꝛ being in this Realm without Submiſſion as afozeſaid,ſhall be adjudged a Trai⸗ 
toꝛ, and Suffer, Loſeand Foꝛfeit as in caſe of High Treaſon. And whereas by divers other 
Statutes of this Realm, great Penalties are inflicted as well upon the Perſons bꝛed up in 
Fozeign Seminaries, as upon their Parents, Guardians, and Friends who ſhall ſend 
them thither, oz ſhall ſend any Relief oz Maintenance to them there; And whereas His 
Majeſty hath been infozmed, That many of His Subjects of this Kingdom do live in, 
and are daily conveyed into Fozeign Seminaries, Where they are bzought up and Educa⸗ 
ted in Romiſh Superſtition, to the great Detriment of this Kingdom: His Majeſty 
doth therefoze by this His Royal Pꝛoclamation (with the Advice of His P2ivy Council) 
ſtraitly Charge and Command all His Subjects of this Kingdom, who are in any Fo⸗ 
. reign Seminaries, That they do with all ſped return into this His Kingdom; aud 
- doth likewiſe Command and Require their reſpective Parents, and Guardians, to 
take the moſt effeccyal Care foz ſuch their Return. And His Majeſty is hereby Gꝛaci⸗ 
ouſly pleaſed to pꝛomiſe His Royal Pardon fo2 their ence in going into Fozeign 
Seminaries, to ſuch of His Subjects as _ now there, ſhall in Obedience to this 
His Royal Pzoclamation, make their ſpeedy Rfturn ; and alſo to their Parents, Guar- 
dians, and Friends, foz ſending them thither; if they ſhall pꝛocure their ſpeedy Return. 
And his Majeſty doth hereby ſtraitly Pꝛohibit and Fozbid all and every His Subjects 
of this His Kingdom whatſoever, foz the time to come, from going to, oz reſiding in 
any of the ſaid Seminaries: And doth likewiſe P2ohibit and Fozbid all and every His 
Subjects to ſend any Relief o2 Maintenance to any of His Subjects oz others, who now 
are, 92 ſhall hereaftex,be oz reſide in any Fozeign Seminary. To all which His Majeſty 
doth expect all due Medience, Letting the Offenders to the contrary know, That they 
ſhall not onely incur His high Diſpleaſure, but be pꝛocckded againſt ( foz their reſpective 
Offences) accozding fo the utmolt Severities of Law.
